A Boston agitator delivered an address a few days a,t;'<> on 


ihe question of unemployment. 
His remarks pertained 


chiefly to conditions in Boston and Massachusetts, but they 
apply equally as well to other cities and sections and are 
therefore of general interest, if of any interest at all. 


They do possess a certain interest, as showing how constant 


and extravagant agitation and misrepresentation sow Ihe 
seeds of discontent among ignorant and unthinking working 
people, producing situations in many instances highly detri- 
mental to the workers and to society, and which are not justly 
chargeable to natural or industrial conditions. 


This Boston agitator solemnly proclaims that "the stupidity 


of preventing men from earning bread is monstrous." If such 
talk were not so disgusting ;md disturbing it would be amus- 
ing. 
No man in this country is ever prevented from earning 


bread except by his fellow grumblers and discontents who are 
willing to earn bread and permit others to do so only on their 
own terms. They want to dictate where the work shall be, 
what it shall be, and the hours and the wages. Where this 
cannot be done those who hold such views see lit to revolt and 
become a menace to society, as the agitator in question calls 
idle men. They are a menace to society because they are idle 
from unjustifiable causes, and not because they could not get 
employment if their demands were reasonable and they were 
anxious to work. 


This is a very busy country. The call is for strong and 


willing hands all along the line, and there are very few places 
and very few times of the year that the man ready to work 
cannot find something to do. The job may not in every case 
be to his exact liking, but the man who prefers work to idle- 
ness and agitation will usually lind employment of sonie kind. 


So far as there may be any dilViculty in obtaining employ- 


ment it is due chiefly'to Ihe tendency to huddle in Ihe cities to 
an extent thai oversupplies the demand for labor, while the 
less populous regions are calling for help which il is impossible 
to obtain in sul'licienl volume. 
II is Ihe stupidity of talking 


about "preventing men from earning bread" that is mon- 
strous, for that there is no such prevention is known by every 
man of ordinary intelligence. 


A man who killed two men has been convicted in New 


York State of :v;urder and manslaughter and sentenced to 
death in the electric chair and 20 years' imprisonment. 
The 


judge who imposed those sentences was as determined to 
cover the whole ground as the man who attempted to slaugh- 
ter the liens that were scratching up his garden by whirling 
around wVr, he discharged his, musket. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Those who know Charles S. Mellen intimately know thai 


his story, told to the interstate commerce commission, was Ihe 
truth. He simply carried out the orders of the "Boss" and it 
is the same position that every railroad president or other big 
corporation fellow is in. His story does not change the opin- 
ion of the men who fuiight for a big New England railroad 
with its Boston tunnel and through (rains, etc.
